REMARKS 



Applicants elect to prosecute the claims of Group HI, claims 31-34, drawn to an aqueous 

building material system. 

As to the species, Applicants elect the following with traverse: 

1) Concerning Structural unit (b) of formula II [2-(methacrylamido) propyl] 

trimethylaramonium chloride is elected. 

2) Concerning Structural unit (c) of formula ffl [3-(methacrylamino) 
propyl]trimethylammonium chloride is elected. 

3) Regarding the polymerization expressed in claim 27 gel polymerization is elected. 

4) From the listing of claim 3 1 , "aqueous building material system" is elected. 

5) Regarding the hydraulic binder of the species expressed in claim 33, it is elected that 
the aqueous building material system comprises cement. 

Applicants respectfully traverse. It would not be an undue burden for the Examiner to 
search more than one species of each specie category at a time. For example, searching for 
aqueous building materials containing the copolymer of claim 18 should yield various types of 
hydrauUc binder species, and various paint or coating systems, along with various species of 
formulas II and III in a search for Formula I. 

Early and favorable action on the merits is earnestly sohcited.
